charity, than the letter published by Win- 
throp and his companions on bidding fare- 
‘wellto their native land, 
entitled their ‘Humble Kequest to their 
brethren in and of the Church of Eng- 
land, for obtaining their prayers, and the 
removal of suépicions and misconstruc- 
tion of their intentions.” . 

“We beseech you,’’ they write, ‘by the 


,|-mercies of the Lord Jesus, to consider us 


as you brethren standing in very great 
need of your help, and earnestly implor- 
ing it. And however your charity ‘may 
have met with some occasion of discour- 
agement, through the misreport of our 
intentions, or through the indiscretion of 
some of us, or rather amongst us (for we 
are not of those that dream of perfection 
in this world), yet we desire that you 
would be pleased to take notice of the 
principals and body of our company, as 
those who esteem-it our honor to call the 
Church of England, from whence we rise, 
‘our. dear mother, and cannot part from 
our native country, where she specially re- 


| sidethy- without much sadness of heart, and 


many tears in our eyes; ever acknowledg- 
ing that such hope and part as we have 
obtained in the common salvation, we 
have received in her bosom, and sucked it 
from her breasts. We leave it not, there- 
fore, as loathing that milk wherewith we 
were...nourished. there;..but» blessing .God 
for the parentage and education, as mem- 
bers of the same body, we shall always 
rejoice in her good, and unfeignedly grieve 
for any sorrow that shall ever betide her; 
and while we have breath, sincerely de- 
sire thé continuance and abundance of her 
welfare, ‘with the enlargement of - her 
bounds in the kingdom of Christ Jesus.” 

In conclusion they write: —‘‘ What good- 
ness you shall extend to us, in this or any 
other Christian kindness, we, your breth- 
ren. in Christ Jesus, shall labor to repay, 
in what duty we are, or shall be able to 
perform; promising, so far as God shall 
enable us, to give him no rest on your be- 
half, wishing our heads and hearts were 
fountains of tears for your everlasting 
welfare, when we shall be in our poor cot- 
tages, in the wilderness, overshadowed 
with the spirit of supplication through the 
manifold necessities and tribulations 
which may,.not altogether unexpectedly, 
nor, we hope, unprofitably, befal us.”’ 

Is this the language. of fanatics, or of 
bigots so superstitiously wedded to their 
own notions, that they|could not live in 
charity with any who differéd from them 
in minor points of faith and practice? 

The point at issue between the Puritans 
and the Anglican church was not merely 


headship of the visible-church-was-—in- 
volved in the controversy. Arbitrary 
power had’ assumed the right to deter- 
mine what should be the doctrines and 
worship of the church, and to enforce con- 
formity to its dictates by temporal penal- 
ties.

The sneers at the 
Fathers, are sneers. against the Providence 
of God, and the freedom of man?” 

Our New England Fathers were far in 
advance of their times. To prove them: 
the nien far/their mission, itis enough to. 
show that the spirit of liberty stirring with- 
in them was felt as an inspiration of God; 
and that as new light was imparted, and 
broader views of government dawned 
upon, them, they followed the light un- 
flinchingly. They knew no--policy— but 
duty. - No men ever lived, who obeyed 
their convictions more promptly of fear- 
lessly, leaving consequences with God. 
Such was the grandeur of their faith—the 
loftiness and purity of their motives. No 
man will question their moral courage! 
If they were not the men to march in the 
van. of the world’s great liberators, and.to 
lay the foundations of religious and civil 
freedom in what was then a. new world, 
where were they to be found? 

To guard religious liberty the most ef- 
fectually from danger from civil or eccle- 


siastical tyranny, they very soon, after the 
‘landing of the Pilgrims, removed the 
source of administrative power from both 


state and clergy, and placed it in the peo- 


ple.” This was a mighty)stride in the right 
‘direction. 


'Bhey were prompt in providing and en- 


couraging all those agencies which nourish 


and develop the spirit of freedom, With 


them knowledge was the right of all, and 
general intelligence the very life-blood of 
a free people.

The First Abbot ‘Academy Piano Recita 
of the Season of ’89-90. 


It must be admitted that Friiulein Aus der 
Ohe is one of the most surprisingly gifted 
and skillful pianists who has ever been heard 
in America; and last Wednesday when in 
Phillips Academy Hall, she gave the first of 
the Abbot Academy Piano Recitals of the 
present season, she amazed and delighted 
everybody by her splendid impetuosity, her 
wonderful strength; ber marvellous  tech- 
nique, and her gay, easy confidence. 

From the moment she took her seat at the 
piano she aroused the greatest interest and 
excitement, which expressed itself in un- 
stinted applause at the end of almost every

6 programme Which we- -printed last 


week was admirably suited to her peculiar 


genius, and was perhaps as pleasing as any 
ever given in these-Recitals. ‘The Beethoven 
Sonata, E flat, Op. 81 is not one of the mas- 
ter’s greatest works, but is rather, a model 
of natural, although” ‘somewhat plaintive 


beauty. In the last of its three movements" 


called ‘‘The Return,’ Friulein Aus der Ohe 
appeared tu great advantage, its cheerful, 
happy anticipation seeming to accord with 
her own temperament. 

The Pastorale and Capriccio, by Scarlotti, 
were charmingly played, while in the fasci- 
nating Menuet a l’antique by Paderewski, 
she scored one of the greatest successes of 
the afternoon. It seemed, indeed, as we lis- 
tened half enchanted to the graceful swing 
of the stately rythm, that we were the for- 
tunate spectators of some royal pageant of 
long vanished days. 

Friiulein Aus der Ohe’s second great suc- 
cess was in Chopin’s Ballade in G. minor. 
Its splendid rush, its sustained power, and 
its grand culmination were magnificently 
given, recalling the story told by Madame 
Sanel, of the time and manner of its com- 
position. 

Chopin, then staying with her upon the 
island of Maforica, used to wander for hours 
upon its rugged and dreary shores. Wrap- 
ping his cloak about him, he would neither 
answer when addressed, nor take shelter 
from the cold and violent rains. When his 
mood changed, he would return to the villa, 
and sitting at the piano would reproduce 
the surging of the restless sea, and the never 
ending roar of the baffled waves:upon the 
savage rocks, : 

In this Ballade too, the quality of Friu- 
lein Aus der Ohe’s execution was singularly 
noticeable. Pellucid as crystal, she reached 
the extremes of force with equally vom- 
manding results, her forte being command- 
ing, her pianissimo audible, yet almost with- 
out motion, and between these she graduated 
tones with a swiftness and freedom which 
was but little short of magical. In the midst 


of the greatest difficulties of the difficult: 


Tarantelle di Bravura, by Liszt, which ended 
the concert, it seemed asif all the world 
must have been mistaken so easy did it ap- 
pear to her facile fingers....We have been 
told when. she finished playing it to List 
himself, he told her that: not only was he 
perfectly satisfied, but he was doubly grate- 
ful; first that she played it all, second that 
she played it so admirably. 

The hush and silence which preceded the 
storm of applause after she ended it on 
Wednesday, left no doubt that the audience 
showed Liszt’s gratitude.

‘They Are-Not Much Like Eugiiah Courts 

and They Resémble. Tliose of America 
. StH Less. ; 

President Dupin, the greatest’ French 
jurisconsult of the century, once said: 
“If I were accused of having carried off 
the towers of Notre Dame in my pockets 
J_would run away.” A more __ severe 
criticism upon our judicial procedure 
could not have been pronounced. Biit 
is it wO'severd? Could you believe, for 


. thitance, that upon the feast suspicion a 


French magistrate may order, on his own 
responsibility—a responsibility — which 
no one has a right to question—a search 
oran arrestin any private house? He 
may issue such a warrant upon any pre 
sumption uncorroborated upon oath. _ 
In. France we give almost unlimited 
arbitrary powers toa legion of magis- 
trates, whom we expect to live in a state 
of independence on a salary of $800 to 
$500 a year, and who are, for the most’ 
part, the failures of our bar. I warrant 
4hat there-are-more judges in a French 
town of 50,000 inhabitants than in the 
whole of England—quite as many, at-all 
events. Judicial reforms have long been 
demanded by the Democratic party, but 
none have been made; and I am_ bound 


== tay that nothing excites public minds 


in France less than what passes in the 
courts of justice- When the Frenchman 
has paid his taxes he thinks the govern- 
ment ought to see that everything is 


right. There are, few countries, as | 


have said elsewhere, in which Demo- 
cratic tendencies are more marked than 
in France. In spite of this, public opin- 
ion does not concern. itself about judicial] 
proceedings; because there is no country 
in which authority is_less_respected,-al- 
though, stranye to say, there is not one 


in which it-ie more feared and more — 


easily submitted to .-We seem. to.accept 
all forms of tyranny in order to shirk all 
responsibility. Democracy with us chief- 
ly consists in holding upto ridicule a 
despotism, the acts of which we in turn 
approve by holding up to ridicule those 
who are the victims of it. _ 

Let us see how French justices proceed 
with ‘‘Frenchmen in.trouble.” 

When, in England, a man is arrested 
and informed of the charge brought 

him, he says, “Very well, you 
will have to prove it;” and the inspector 
at the police station says to him, ‘I must 
caution you against making any state 
ment—in, fact, anything you say will be 
used asevidence against you.” When, 
in France, a man is.accused—say, for.in- 
stance, of stealing a watch—he is brought 
before the commissary of police, who in- 
variably says to him, ‘You are charged 
with stealing a watch; the best thing you 
can do is to make a full confession, and 
the judge will be lenient with you.” 

If he is guilty and knows thas the case 
is clear against him, he immediately 
makes a clean breast of it, and, as a rule, 
is quickly and leniently dealt with. But 
if he is innocent, or, if guilty, he thinks 
he can get out of the scrape, he of course 
answers, ‘You are mistaken; I am not 


- guilty,” and his.troubles begin. He is 


sent to prison, and the following day is 


taken before the examining judge, called: 


juge d’instruction, not in public, but in 
@ private room. ‘There this magistrate 


gays to him point blank: ‘*You say you 


are not guilty, of course. If we were to 
Msten to all of you, none would be guilty. 
‘Now, enough of that honsense. You are 
charged with stealing a watch; prove 
that you are innocent.”° Now, if the 
prisonér ie guilty, it must be diffigult for 
him to prove that he is innocent; but, for 
that matter, if he is innocent, it may be 
just ‘as difficult.

“So you persist in your denial,” says 
the examining judge: to the French 
prisorier; ‘very well, I will send you 
back to your prison. I hope that next 
time I sénd for you you will have te- 
flected, and discovered that the best way 
to serve your own interests 1s to make ‘a 
full confession.”

The prosecuting magistrates, 
called the magistrature debout (bécayse 
they prosecute standing), and the judg- 
ing magistrates, called the magistrature 
assise (because they try cases in a sitting 
position), belong to the same set, In- 
deed, the prosecuting magistrates are in 
time promoted to be sitting magistrates. 
The prosecution is not, therefore, inde- 
pendent. as the defense is. The prison. 
er’s- case is settled -before he appears in 
court; for both prosecuting and sitting 
magistrates have held a consultation 
over it, and the speech of the prosecu- 
tion is merely delivered- for form's sake.

When the prisoner’s examination is 
over, the preceeditigs continue, as in 
England, with the evidence of the wit- 
nesses, the speech of the public prose- 
cutor, and the speech of the counsel for 
the defense. For the last few years the 
summing up of the presiding judge has 
been done away with; and _a good thing, 
too, for this summing up used to be a 
second speech for the prosecution.

In all cases, from murder to ‘assault, 
from forgery to ordinary theft, the jury 
have to answer the two following ques- 
tions: 1. Is the prisoner guilty of the 
crime he is charged with? 2. Are there 
extenuating circumstances?

While there is no 
attempt at ofnamentation, it is a solid and 
imposing looking structure, and the most

Main Street, average about 21x30 feet, being 

extended somewhat to the rear where:they 

join the Directors’ and Trustees’ rooms 
which _are..provided with open fire-places, 
" and are lighted by windows in the rear. 

The Banking rooms and other rooms to- 
gether with the staircase are to be furnished 
in a thorough and substantial manner, and 
the windows are filled With plate glass. 

Each Bank will be provided with stand- 
ard vaults and locks of the period, the vaults 
being$lined witha combination of welded 
steel and iron, making it quite impossible 
for thieves to break through and steal. The 
building will be well lighted and ventilated, 
and will be provided with water, steam heat, 
‘and electric light. 

The aim of the architects has been not to 
fit up the building in Pullman Palace Car 
style, but rather to secure comfort and con- 

venience than to make any impression. on 
the casual visitor. 

‘The bank officers will be given the best 
possible light, while the public and Direet- 
ors’ rooms will take up those portions of 
the area not specially in need of the bright- 
est light. The National Bank will be_made’ 
cheerful by being provided’ with a pretty 
glazed tile-fireplace, and the public will be 
provided with a marble tile floor of neat 
idesign. Each Bank will have its accommo- 
dation in the way of toilet reoms, and an ex- 
perienced janitor will be secured, and the 
rooms carefully looked after.
